b. Guides in the formulation of short-term training

the Inclusion or ommis3ion in a training schedule of specific 
subject matter. It may also affect the extent of coverage of 
particular subjects. or the manner of presentation. 

3. intelligence Memoranda published by ORR are required for 
the following reasons;

Training Division of TR(S) require continuing access to these 
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memoranda for the^guidance in the development of new course 
material and the choice of cases to be prepared, sterilized, 
and presented in courses, 

b. Senior instructor personnel of TR(S) y in preparing 
tutorial instruction for staff officers, 

are required to study these

or 11101 to insure tha ' t their presentations are appropriately 
documented and properly slanted.
